againſt the Scots. He was member in the two parliaments 


ſummoned in 1640, and in the latter was examined on oath, _ 


whether he knew any thing of that plot charged on the officers 
of the army, for petitioning the King, &c. which he denied; 


nevertheleſs, the parliament voted, that he ſhould receive no 


pay. Standing thus in great ambrage with the parliament 


(by whom he was in the ſequel expelled with other loyal mem 


bers) and the King's affairs not yet permitting him to make 
uſe of his ſervice, he, to avoid the clamour that was raiſed 
againſt him, embarked on board a ſmall fly-boat for Holland, 
with ſome other officers, who removed on the ſame account. 
They had not been long at fea, before they met with one of 
his Majeſty's ſhips, bringing ammunition to his aſſiſtance: 
On which it was agreed, that Mr. Aſhburnham and the Lord 


Digby ſhould proceed on their voyage, and the others ſhould ' 
return with the ammunition ; but whilſt this was agitating, 


the parliament ſquadron came up, and though the ſhip eſcaped, 


yet the fly-boat was taken, and carried into Hull; where he 


was taken witlithe Lord Digby, who: concealed himſelf un- 


der the diſguiſe of a Frenchman, till he found a convenient 


opportunity. to reveal himſelf to the Governor, Sir John 


Hotham, whom he prevailed with to eſpouſe his Majeſty's.

delivered into the hands of the army : This occaſioned a ſuſ- 
pup of Mr. Aſhburnham's, as well as Berkeley's fidelity; 

ut it chiefly lay on the former, becauſe, as Lord Clarendon 
writes, it was inferred, he was known to have ſo great an in- 
fluence on his Majeſty's councils and reſolutions, that he 
could not be ignorant of any thing that moved him. Re 
Vet Lord Clarendon, who diſcourſes largely of this affair, 

ſufficiently clears Mr. Aſhburnham from the imputation laid 
to his charge, ſaying, ** That he preſerved his reputation

And as a ſpecial mark of the King's favour, Sir John Wal- 
lop ® had his robes of the Order out of the King's Wardrobe, 
when he was inſtalled, viz.

that moſt noble Order; but his deſign ® being repreſented (as 
he complains) through the wrong end of the perſpective, by the 
Chancellor of the Order, to King Charles the ſecond, and the Knights 
Companions, be received ſo great diſcouragement d, as cauſed him 
to wave it.

TwWo near kinſmen of the noble family of the 
Oconners, had charged each other with ſundry treaſons in 
the late rebellion, and deſiring a trial by combat, the Lords 


Juſtices conſented to it. Whereupon all things being pre- 
pared, according to the cuſtomary laws in ſuch caſes in Eng- 


land, and the Lords Juſtices, the Lords of the Council, 


Judges, &c. ſitting in places, every one according to their 


degree, the appellant, ſtripped in his ſhirt, was brought be- 
fore the court, with only his ſword and target (the weapons 
appointed) and when he had done his reverence to the Lords 
Juſtices, and the court, was ſet on a ſtool. The defendant 
was likewiſe brought in the ſame order, and with the like 
weapons, and after doing his reverence, &c. was placed 
over-againſt the appellaat. After the challenge was read, 


each combatant took an oath of what he averred, and that 


it was true, and would juſtify the ſame both with ſword and 
blood. Then the ſignal, by ſound of trumpet, being given 


them to engage, the appellant did not only diſarm the de- 
fendant, but alſo with the ſword he took from him, cut off

On June 12,,1595, he was conſtituted. one of the Com- 
miſſioners for propagating the province of Munſter, in Ire- 
land, with Engliſh inhabitants, and for compounding with 
the poſſeſſioners of lands in the ſaid province; having, as the 
commiſſion expreſſes, been employed in the ſame ſervice for 
three years before, I don't find him in any other commiſ- 
ſions; but he continued of the Privy-Council, and in the of- 
fice of Vice-Treaſurer, and Treaſurer of war in Ireland, till 
his death, which happened at Dublin, April 14, 1599. 
His integrity and conduct in the plantation of Ireland, with

Saliſbury, a very pious clergyman, and author of ſeveral pieces. 
He © was his tutor, and went with him to Oxford, where, in 
Michaelmas Term, 1584, they were both matriculated as mem- 


bers of St. John's college, and afterwards tranſlated themſelves 
to Hart-hall, where they improved their ſtudies ; and Wood 


u obſerves that Fuller was a very extraordinary proficient, His 
pupil was alſo a very learned gentleman, and of exemplary 
morals, as is evident from his manuſcript writings ; and was a 


judicious manager of his eſtate, as appears by ſeveral copies of 
his letters relating thereto z which alſo ſhew, that he kept a 


very hoſpitable houſe, in all reſpeQs ſuitable to his fortune, one 
of the largeſt among the commoners of his time.

'I'o render the digreſſion entertaining to. the 
curious reader, and to throw light upon the ſubject, I ſhall _ 
begin with a ſhort hiſtorical review of the old Earls of War- 
wick, ſo well known in Englith- hiſtory. In this family, 

which gave a ſucceſſion of Earls for upwards of four hundred 


years, and fel] at laſt by its own weight, the reader will have 


a remarkable inſtance of the dignity,” wealth, and power, of 
the ancient Engliſh Nobility, as well as of the uncertainty. 
—.. ͤ%ꝶ—25 I or Liens LES, 
William the Conqueror, having fortified the town of 
Warwick with a ditch and gates, and built, or rather en- 
larged and ſtrengthened the caftle, committed the cuſtody of 
that ſtrong place to Henry de Newburgh (ſecond ſon to 
Roger de Bellomont (or PNG Earl of Mellent and 
Leiceſter) ſo called from the caſtle of Newburgh in Nor- 
mandy, the place of his birth. The ſame King, in 1076, 
advanced this Henry to the dignity. of Earl of Warwick; 
and to the earldom and caſtle, annexed the manor of War- 
wick, which was then in the crown, and included the roy- 
alty of the borough. Soon after the death of the Conqueror, 
Willam Rufus, his ſucceflor, enriched this new created 
Earl with the whole inheritance of Turchil de [arwick, who 
had large poſſeſſions in this and in other counties, and at the

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time of the Conqueſt bore the title of Earl of Warwick, 

though he was but in the nature of deputy, or lieutenant 
here, to the Earl of Mercia. The Bear. and Ragged Staff 
(which had been the device or enſign of Turchil's family, 


from before the time of his anceſtor, Guy Earl of Warwick, ſo 
famous for his feats of chivalry in the time of the Saxons) was, 
on the grant of this inheritance, aſſumed by the new Earl, 
zs the enſign likewiſe of his family; and hence it became the 


remarkable badge of the ſucceſſive Earls of Warwick, through 


the lines of Newburgh, Beauchamp, Nevil, Plantagenet, 


and Dudley; and when ſupperters came in uſe, was in that 
ſhape added to their arms, In the reign of Henry I. this 
Henry Earl of Warwick, in imitation.of that King (who 
made a park at Woodſtock, the firſt that ever was in Eng- 
land) began making Wedgenock park, about two miles 


from his caſtle at Warwick: Whether it was finiſhed by 


himſelf, or his ſucceſſors, is not certain, but he was ſoon 


imitated in this piece of magnificence by others; and hence 
the waſte of lands for parks became ſo frequent in after ages 


among the Nobility in England. The ſame Earl founded 
the priory of Warwick for the canons of the order of the 


Holy Sepulchre. He died on June 20, 1123, leaving by 
Margaret his wife (daughter to Arnulph de Heſding, and 
ſiſter to Rotroc, Earl of Perch) five ſons, of whom Roger, 


the eldeſt, ſucceeded to the earldom. | | 
This Roger Earl of Warwick was a witneſs to King Ste- 
phen's laws; and was one of thoſe who adhered to Maud the 


_ Empreſs * 82 that King. He is reputed to have conquered 


Gowerland in Wales, which his poſterity for a long time 
afterwards enjoyed. He perfected the foundation of the priory 
begun by his father, and founded the collegiate church of our 
Lady at Warwick ; alſo the hoſpital of St. Michael for Le- 


pers, and the houſe of the Templars beyond the bridge. 


This Earl having married Gundred, daughter to William 
Warren Earl of Surry, died in 1153, leaving three ſons, of 
whom William and Walleran, the two eldeſt, were ſucceſ- 
ſively Earls of Warwick. 27 ; 

William, Earl of Warwick, diſtinguiſhed himſelf chiefly by

his pious donations. He founded two hoſpitals in Warwick, 


the one of St. John, and the other of St. Thomas; and hay- 


ing built a new church for the Templars there, beſtowed up- 
on them the manor of Shireburne, and other lands in the 
county of Warwick; and died in the Holy Land, in 1184.

Henry, Earl of Warwiek adhered to King John, and King 
Henry III. in their wars with the Barons; notwithſtanding 
King John, during the minority of this Earl, had given the 
ſeigniority of Gower in Wales, part of the inheritance of the 
Warwick family, to William de Braoſe; concerning which 

the ſucceeding Earls had great diſputes. This Henry died 
in 1229, leaving by his wife Margaret, eldeſt of the ſiſters 
and * e of Henry D'Oily, Baron of Hoke-Norton in the 
county of Oxford, one ſon Thomas, who ſucceeded his 
father in the earldom, and a daughter Margery. (by ſome 
called Mary) who afterwards became heir to her brother. 
Thomas was of full age when his father died, and that year 
had livery of his lands; but it appears * he had not ſeizin of 
the earldom till four years after: For at Whitſuntide (17 
Hen.

William de Beauchamp (the lineal deſcendant of this Walter 


and Emelina) with this Iſabel, the illuſtrious line of Beau- 
champs, together with their own original inheritance, and 
that of the family of Urſo, was introduced into the family 


of Warwick, From this remarkable period, the Warwick 
family, before very conſiderable, roſe through a ſeries of 
ſucceſſive great men (the Earls of this line) to ſuch a pitch

William de Beauchamp was, in right of his mother, Earl 
of Warwick, Baron of Hanſlape, and Chamberlain to the 
King in his Exchequer; and in right of his father, Baron 
of Elmley, hereditary Conſtable of the caſtle of Worceſter, 
and hereditary Sheriff of that county, He diſtinguiſhed him- 
ſelf among the great men of his time, by the eminent ſervices 
he rendered the crown ; having been almoſt conſtantly in em- 


ployments civil or military, under Edward I. for twenty-ſix 


years. In 2 Edw. I. he was ſent, with other great Lords, to 
the borders of Wales, to hear and redreſs the wrongs and treſ- 
paſſes committed in thoſe parts, contrary to the form of peace, 
which had been concluded between Henry III. and Lewelline 
Prince of Wales, In 4 Edw, I. he was made Captain Gene- 
ral of all the King's forces in Cheſhire and Lancaſhire, for 
the defence of thoſe counties againſt the incurſions of the 
Welch. Upon ſundry occaſions he aſſiſted in perſon in King 
Edward's wars againſt that principality, and did fingular ſer- 
vice; paiticulatly in 23 Edw. I, when by ſtratagem he rout- 
ed a ſtrong body of the Welch near Montgomery, He like- 
wile ſerved the King in his wars in Scotland; and with John 
Plantagenet, Farl of Surry, in 24 Edw. I. defeated the whole 
Scotch army at Dunbar, and took the town, In the 25th of 
Edward I. he was ſummoned to attend the King into Flan- 
ders; but upon farther conſideration was left behind, and 
made one of the governors of Prince Edward, then a minor, 
whom the King had conſtituted his Lieutenant during his ab- 
ſence, Before the end of the ſame year, he was appointed 
to march with Prince Edward againſt the Scots; but it does 
not appear that either the Prince or the Earl of Warwick 
went upon that expedition, which proved extremely unfortu- 
nate: For through the miſconduct of the Engliſh Generals, 
-as well as by the valour and military ſkill of the famous Sir 
William Wallace, the Engliſt army was almoſt totally de- 
ſtroyed in Scotland. In 1298, he died, leaving by Maud 
his wife (eldeſt of the daughters and heirs of Richard Fitz- 
John, fon of Sir John Fitz-Geffrey, Jultice of Ireland) 2

ſon, Guy, fo named in honour of the famous Guy Earl of 
Warwick, in the time of the Saxons, and five daughters, 
Guy de Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, in the ſame year 
his father died, attended the King into Scotland and on July 
22, aſſiſted at the famous battle of Falkirk, where he behav- 
ed ſo well, that in reward of his conduct and valour, the King 
ave him all the caſtles and lands of Geffrey de Mowbray ly- 
ing in that Kingdom, excepting the Lordſhips of Okeford and 
Roxborough : Likewiſe al the lands of John de Strivelin, 
and the caſtle of Amesfield, and the lands of Drungrey, He 
was ſent into Scotland at ſundry other times during this reign 
and in conſideration of his many and 1450 ſervices, obtained 
(35 Edw. I.) a grant to himſelf and his heirs, of Barnard 
caſtle in the biſhopric of Durham ; together with that whole 
town and Lordſhip; alſo the manors of Middleton, Gainsford, 
and ſundry other lands in that biſhoprick, part of the poſſeſſions 
of John 4 Baliol, then the King's enemy and rebel. In 
which year King Edward lying on his death bed, at Burgh 
upon the Sands, in Cumberland, called divers of his nobility 
to him, among whom was this Earl Guy, and deſired them 
to be faithful to his ſon, and not ſuffer Piers Gaveſton to 
return to England. Wherefore, Gaveſton having returned, 
and in 1312, being ſeized upon by the Earl of Pembroke, 
and other Barons, who avaideleh agreed to carry him to 
the King upon amicable terms ; the Fart of Warwick with 
a body of armed men came upon them by ſurprize, took him 
out of their hands, and brought him to Warwick caſtle : 
And having conſulted with thoſs about him, what was pro- 
per to be done, carried him thence to Black-lowhill, about 
a mile to the north of Warwick, and on June'19 cut off his 
head. The King never forgave this: And four years after, 
the Earl-in the prime of his life, being then about 40 years 
of age, ended his days at Warwick caſtle, by poiſon, as it 
was generally thought. By Alice his wife, daughter to 
Ralph de Toeny, Baron of Flamſted in Hertfordſhire, and 
heir to Robert her brother, he left two ſons, Thomas, who 
ſucceeded him, and John de Beauchamp, who, in the fol- 
lowing reign diſtinguiſhed himſelf by many great exploits 
both by land and ſea, This John had the honour to carry 
the royal ſtandard at the battle of Crefly, Auguſt 26, 13463 
at ſundry times was conſtitued Captain of Calais, and Ad- 
 miral of the King's fleet; was Conſtable of the Tower of 
London; Conſtable of Dover caſtle, and Warden of. the 
Cinque ports for life: Admiral of the ſouth, north, and weſt 
ſeas, and one of the firſt Knights of the moſt noble Order 
of the Garter, being the 10th after the Sovereign. He died 
25 5 CY ö e without 
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#ithout children. Beſides theſe two ſons, Earl Guy left 
five daughters, all honourably married.  _. 
Thomas de Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, was born at 
Warwick caſtle, and but ſeven years of age when his father died, 
Hugh le Deſpenſer, the great favourite of Edward II, obtain- 
ed the wardſhip of this great ſubject: But afterwards, in 
1 Edw. III. Roger Lord Mortimer had the cuſtody of War- 
wick caſtle, and all his lands; and twelve years after, the 
Earl married Catharine Mortimer, daughter of that Lord. 
The King, out of ſpecial favour, gave him livery of his Iands 
IZ Edw. Tit) before he was of ge 3 and in the year after- 

wards admitted him to the Sheriffship of Worceſter, which 
was his by inheritance; as alſo to the hereditary office of 
Chamberlain in the Exchequer. About this time he began his 
military ſervices, which he carried on without interruption, 
and with great renown, to the end of his life. But as the 


great actions by which he diſtinguiſhed himſelf during the 


warlike reign of Edward III. are too numerous to be all par- 
ticularly related here, I ſhall only mention a few of the moſt 
remarkable. He was one of the chief commanders who under 
the Black Prince led up the van of the Engliſh army in the fa- 
mous battle of Creſſy; and in the battle of Poitiers, Sept. 19, 
1356, he fought ſo long and fo ſtoutly, that his hand was gall- 
ed with the exercife of his ſword and battle ax : nor did his 
valour there gain him only renown ; for he himſelf having 
taken William de Melleun, Archbiſhop of Seinz, priſoner, 
had no leſs than eight thouſand pounds for his ranſom ; 
an immenſe ſum in thoſe days, 75 reward of his military 
ſervices, he was conſtituted Marfhal of England; and had 
an annual allowance of one thouſand marks out of the King's 
Exchequer. He was likewiſe one of the founders of the moſt _ 
noble Order of the Garter, his ſtall being the fourth. In 
37 Edw. III. he attended Prince Edward into Gaſcony ; 
and with a train of 300 horſe, conſiſting of Knights, Edquires, 


> archers and ſervants, made a progreſs into remoter parts, where 


| he ſpent three years in warring againſt the Infidels and Pagans, 
In his return he broughr with him the ſon of the King of Li- 
- thuania, who was chriſtened at London by the name of Tho- 
mas, he himſelf ſtanding godfather. His ardour for military 

. atchievements, abroad, fd not hinder him from diſtinguiſhing 
himſelf by his buildings and pious and liberal donations at 
home: he rebuilt the walls of Warwick caſtle (which in 
Earl Mauduit's time had been demolifhed) adding ſtrong 
gates, and fortifying the gateways with embattled towers, 
He likewiſe built a Booth- hall in the market place of War-

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wick, and made the town-toll free, This great man was 
now of an age, that might have excuſed him from any far- 
ther fatigues in war; yet in 1369, hearing the Engliſh army 
under the conduct of the Duke of Lancaſter, and Earl of 
Hereford, lay periſhing with famine and peſtilence in their 
camp near Calais, and yet declined fighting with the French, 
who preſſed them cloſe; old as he then was, he got together 
haſtily ſome choice troops, and ſailing for Calais, by his bare 
appearance diſperſed the French, and relieved the Engliſh 
army. Not ſatisfied with this, he purſued them in their re- 

treat, and waſted the country all round Calais. But there 
this great man was ſeized with the peſtilence, of which he 
died on November. 13, 1370, being then in the 61ſt year 
of his age. His Got — was brought over, and buried in 
- the choir of the collegiate church in Warwick. By Catha- 
rine his wife he had four. ſons; 1. Guy, his eldeſt, who died 
before him, having wedded Philippa, daughter to Lord Fer- 
rers of Groby : 2. Thomas, who ſucceeded him: 3. Reyn=- 
burne, who left iſſue only one daughter: and, 4. William Lord 
Bergavenny, who married Joan, one of the ſiſters and coheirs 
of Thomas Earl of Arundel, and died leaving a ſon Richard, 
afterwards Earl of Worceſter, who, by Iſabel his wife (daugh- 
ter to Thomas Lord Deſpenſer, Earl of Gloucefter, and heir 
to her brother Richard) left Elizabeth, a ſole daughter and heir 
who by her marriage with Edward Nevil, a younger ſon of 
Ralph Earl of Weſtmorland, transferred the barony of Berga- 
venny into the Nevil family, yet exiſting. Beſides theſe four 
ſons, this Earl Thomas had nine daughters; five of whom 
were married to great Lords, and two to men of honourable

a. charge. But it does not appear that he had either ſucceſs 
or ſatisfaction in the exerciſe of his employment. For the 1 
young King ſoon came to ſhew a turbulent and untractable fpi- 1 
Tit, ſo as not to be managed by any but a few young and giddy al 
favourites; who puſhed him on to all manner of extravagance 0 
and iniquity, and brought him even into contrivances, to 1 
put to death Thomas (of Woodſtock) Duke of n 1

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his own uncle, and the Earl of Warwick his governor. Where. 
upon theſe two great Lords, putting themſelves in arms in their 
own defence, conſtrained the King to hold a parliament (11 


Rich II.) in which proper laws were paſſed for the ſecurity of 
the kingdom againſt the infolence and oppreflion of favourites, 


Not long after, the King, having afſembled his nobles, told 
them he was of age to govern himſelf and the kingdom; and 


- thereupon diſcharged ſome of his great officers and old Coun- 


ſellors, among whom was this Thomas Earl of Warwick, 
The Earl, therefore, being diſmiſſed from court, retired to his 
caſtle at Warwick; where he lived fome years in quiet, amuſ- 


ing himſelf with building, and other occupations ſuitable to 
nis large fortune and liberal ſpirit. It was then he built the 
remarkable tower at the north-eaſt'corner of Warwick caſtle, 
now called Guy's tower (the coſt of which amounted to three 
hundred and ninety-five pounds five ſhillings and two-pence, 


a large ſum in thoſe days) and the body of the collegiate church 
of our Lady at Warwick ; both which were finiſhed in the year 
1394. In the mean while the King having at laſt, by the 
means of his wicked miniſters, brought about the murder of 
his own uncle the good Duke of Glouceſter, at Calais, on Sep- 


tember 8, 1397, ſought how to free himſelf of this 2 Earl, 


who, notwithſtanding the peaceable and inoffenſive retire- 


ment in which he lived, was ſtill an object of his reſentment 
and jealouſy. He therefore invited the Earl to a feaſt, who, 
ſuſpecting no harm, came in an unguarded manner; there 


the King ſeized him as his priſoner; the Earl put himſelf 
upon the parliament for juſtice; but by that parliament (21 
Rich. II.) he was condemned to loſe his head, for having 
been in arms, with the Duke of Glouceſter, againſt the King. 
That ſentence, however, was remitted, at the ſollicitation of 
the Earl of Saliſbury, who ſaid that the Earl of Warwick had 
been drawn in by the Duke of Glouceſter, and that the Beau- 


cChamps had never been guilty of treaſon againſt the crown of 
England. The King's clemency extended no farther than to 


Tpare his life. The caſtle and manor of Warwick, with 


many fair Jordſhips of his inheritance, were granted to Tho- 
mas Holland, Earl of Kent, and the heirs male of his body, 
and the reſt of his lands to others. He himſelf was ſent into 


the Ifle of Man there to remain a priſoner for life. But in 


the fame year he was brought to the Tower of London, 


where he continued till the revolution (which ſoon afterwards 


bappened) ſet Henry IV. on the throne, and reſtored him to 


his liberty and eſtate, This Earl was Knight of the moſt 
noble Order of the Garter. He ſeems to have had a parti- 


cular veneration for the memory of the celebrated old Guy of 


; # 


Warwick; having given to the tower he built, the name of 


_ Guy's 
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Guy's Tower; and leaving to his ſon Richard, by his will, 
the ſword and coat of mail of that champion; he himſelf hav- 
ing received them as an heir-lome from his father. This 
Earl Thomas died in 1401, in the 55th year of his age, 
leaving by Margaret his wife (daughter to William Lord Fer- 
rers of Groby) one ſon, and two daughters, who died nuns. 
He and his Counteſs were buried in the ſouth part of the 
. collegiate church of Warwick. 5 5 . 
Richard de Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, afterwards Earl 
of Albemarle, and Lord Viſcount Liſle, was one of the moſt 
eminent of the line of Beauchamp. At the age of nineteen; he 
was made Knight of the Bath, and at twenty-three, Knight 
of the moſt noble Order of the Garter. In his younger years 
he acquired immortal fame by his chivalry, travelling over 
Europe, in queſt of exploits ; Nor was he afterwards leſs re- 
nowned for his military conduct and valour, the detail of which 
is too long to inſert. Henry V. knew fo well his diſtinguiſhed 
merit, that by will he appointed him the tutelage of his ſon till 
the age of ſixteen; which, immediately after the King's death, 
was confirmed by parliament. In conſequence thereof he was 
called from France (where he ſerved as one of the principal 
commanders under the Duke of Bedford, Regent of that king- 
dom) to take upon him the government of the young King. 
But of ſuch importance was his military ſervice to the nation, 
that after the death of the Duke of Bedford, he was taken 
from his employment at home, and ſent abroad as Regent of 
France, and Lieutenant-General of all the King's forces. 
within that realm, and in the Dutchy of Normandy. He 
died in the caſtle of Roan in Normandy, in the 59th year of 


his age. A. D. 1439, 17 Henry VI. having by will ordered, 


that his body ſhould be brought over, and depoſited in the 
collegiate church at Warwick, there to remain, till the cha- 
pel, which he had appointed to be built adjoining to the 
church, ſhould be finithed ; then his body to be there buried, 
and a ftately monument erected; all which was done by the 
care of his executors, The Earl was twice married; firſt to 
Elizabeth, daughter and heir of Thomas Lord Berkeley, 
Viſcount Liſle, by whom he head three daughters, Margaret, 
Eleanor, and Elizabeth. Margaret, the eldeſt, born at 
 Goodreſt, in Wedgnock-Park, in 1403, was married to 
John, the famous Earl of Shrewſbury ; by whom (ſhe be- 
ing his ſecond wife) ſhe had one ſon, John Talbot, Lord 
Viſcount Liſle, of whom the Dudleys, Viſcounts Liſle, and 
afterwards Earls of Warwick, were deſcended. Eleanor, 
ſecond daughter, born at Walkinſton in Eſſex, in 1409, was 
married firſt to Thomas Lord Roos, of which marriage the 
Dukes of Rutland are deſcended ; and afterwards to Edmund 
| | . Beaufort, 
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Beaufort, Marquis of Dorſet and Duke of Somerſet. Ifa- 
bel, the youngeſt daughter, born at Warwick caſtle, and 
married to George Nevil, Lord Latimer; of which marriage 
the Willoughbies, and Greviles, Barons of Brooke, the Per- 
cies, Earls of Northumberland, and ſome other conſiderable 
families, are collaterally deſcended. By Iſabel, his ſecond 


wife (daughter to Thomas Lord Deſpenſer, Earl of Glou- 


ceſter, and widow to his couſin Richard de Beauchamp, Earl 
of Worceſter) he left one ſon and one daughter, Henry, who 
ſucceeded him, and Anne, of whom I ſhall hereafter treat; 
| Henry de Beauchamp, Earl of Warwick, the laſt of that 

 Illuftrious family in the male line, was little more than ſixteen 
years of age when his father died, and lived but to the age of 
_ twehity-two;; and yet in that ſmall compaſs of time, he roſe 
in honours and eſtate to a greater heighth than any of his 
3 or perhaps, than any ſubject in England had 
done before. When he was not nineteen years of age, upon 
the tender of his ſervice in defence of the dutchy of Aquitaine, 
the King, by charter, created him Premier Earl of England; 
and for diſtinction between him and other Earls, granted to 
him,” and the heirs male of his body, leave to wear a golden 
coronet about his head on great feſtivals, as well in his own 
preſence as elſewbere. And within three days following, in 
conſideration of the high deſerts of his noble father, advanced 
him to the title of Duke of Warwick, with precedence next 
to the Duke of Norfolk, and before the Duke of Bucking- 


ham. After this he had a grant in reverſion, from the Death 


of Humphrey Duke of Glouceſter, of the iſles of Guernſey, 
Jerſey, Sarke, and Alderney, for the yearly rent of a roſe; 
alſo of the manor and hundred of Briſtol, for the yearly rent 
of ſixty pounds; likewiſe of all the King's caſtles and manors 
within the foreſt of Dean, for the rent of one hundred pounds 
per annum. After this he had the extraordinary honour con- 
_ ferred upon him, of being crowned King of the Iſle of Wight, 
by the King's own hand. But this Henry lived, as it were, 


| : only to receive theſe mighty honours. He died at Hanley- 


Caſtle in Worceſterſhire (the place of his birth)'in 1445, in 
the flower of his youth; without having had time or oppor- 

tunity of i fully to the world, the many virtues 
which he ſeemed to have inherited from his illuſtrious anceſ- 
tors. His body was carried to the abbey of Tewkeſpury, 


where it lies interred, in the middle of the choir, at the head 


of Prince Edward, ſon and heir to Henry VI. He had been 
married, when very young, to Cecily, daughter to Richard 


| - Nevil, Earl of Saliſbury, by whom he left Anne, an only 
daughter of two years of age, the heir of his Earldom and 


vaſt eſtate, This Infant Counteſs was committed in tutelage,

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| firſt to Queen Margaret, and afterwards to Wiliiam de la 
Pole, Duke of Suffolk ; but died at the age of fix, in 1449, 
leaving Anne her aunt, ſiſter of the full blood to Duke 
Henry, heir of the Earldom, and of the great inheritance of 
the family. | 


This laſt-mentioned Anne © was married, in the lifetime of 


her brother, to Richard Nevil, fon and heir to Richard Earl 
of Saliſbury, ſon to Ralph Earl of Weſtmorland, by Joan, 
daughter to John of Gaunt, Duke of Lancaſter, Upon the 


death of the young Counteſs, the King, by letters-patent, con- 
firmed to this Anne, to Richard Nevil her huſband, during his 
life, to the heirs of this marriage, and to the heirs general of 


this Anne, the dignity and title of the Earldom of Warwick, 
with all the pre-eminences, with which any of their anceſtors, 
before the creation of Duke Henry, had held it. | 

This Richard Nevil, Earl of Warwick, and afterwards, on 
his father's death, Earl of Saliſbury, is he who is ſo well known 
in Engliſh hiſtory; by the title of the Stout Earl of Warwick, 
the King-maker; a factious, turbulent, and ambitious man. 
The power of the Warwick family, which had ever before 
been employed to maintain the honour of the crown, and the 
peace and welfare of the nation, no ſooner came into his 
hands, than it began to be exerted in a very different manner. 
Richard, finding himſelf of conſequence enough to hold the 
balance of the families of Vork and Lancaſter, and purſuing 
a ſtrain of politicks, which his predeceſſors, the good Beau- 


champs, would never approve, rendered England, during the 


days of his power, a ſcene of conſtant confuſion and blood- 
ſhed ; and made, or unmade, a King of. this, or the other, 


houſe, as it ſuited his paſſions, or ſerved his purpoſes, and 


had thereupon the title of King-mater. And having thus 
paſſed a great part of his life in factious broils, and in inteſ- 
tine wars, deſtructive to his own family, as well as to his 
own country, he fell in the battle of Barnet, April 14, 1471, 
which he fought againſt Edward IV. endeavouring to replace 
Hen. VI. upon the throne, whom ſome years before he had 
dethroned. By Anne his wife he left two daughters, his only 


iſſue, whom he married into the royal family; Iſabel, the 


eldeſt, to George Duke of Clarence, brother to Edward IV. 
and Anne, the youngeſt, to Edward Prince of Wales, fon 


to Henry VI. by whom ſhe had no iflue ; and afterwards to 


Richard, the cruel Duke of Glouceſter, who had killed the 
Prince her huſbard, in cool blood, after the battle of Tewkeſ- 
bury; and who, when he became King, poiſoned her, that 
he might ſecure himfelf upon the throne, by marrying the 


- 
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112 Grevile, Earl Brooke, and | 
daughter of the late King Edward his brother. To King 
Richard, her ſecond huſband, this Anne bore a ſon, who 
neee 805 
Richard Farl of Warwick, having thus fallen in the battle 
of Barnet, left the Counteſs his widow in extream diſtreſs, 
The vaſt inheritance of the Warwick family was taken from 
her by authority of parliament; and, as if ſhe had been al- 
ready dead, was given to her two daughters, her heirs, Iſabel, 
and Anne aforementioned, She herſelf was conſtrained to 

take ſanCtuary in the abbey of Beaulieu in Hampſhire, but 
_ afterwards leaving that place privately, went into the north, 
where ſhe lived ſome years in a very poor condition. * In 
the mean while, George Duke Clarence, who, as ſaid above, 
had married Iſabel, the eldeſt of the daughters, was in right 
of his wife (12 Edward IV.) created Earl of Warwick, and 
of Saliſbury. He held his chief reſidence at Warwick-Caſtle, 
and being a great builder, began to ftrengthen and beautify the 
place by new works. He intended, had he lived, to have 
walled the town, and to have added an outwork to the caſtle; 

_ alſo to have made a purchaſe of the fields over-againſt the 
cCaſtle (which formerly belonged to the Templars, and thence 
bore the name of Templefields) in order to make a park 
under the windows of his caſtle. Before he could put thoſe 
deſigns in execution, falling under the ſuſpicion of his 
brother the King, he was impriſoned in the Tower, and 
there, on Feb. 18, 1477-8, was murdered, by being drowned 
in a but of malmſey. By Iſabel, his wife above-mentioned, 
he left a ſon and a daughter, Edward, afterwards Earl 
of Warwick, and Margaret, of whom hereafter. A few 
years after the death of this George Duke of Clarence, on the 
acceſſion of Henry VII. to throne, Anne, the old Counteſs 


of Warwick, was recalled from her obſcure retreat, and, by 


authority of parliament, reinſtated in the inheritance of her 
family, It appears, however, this was only in order to trans- 
fer it to the King : For ſoon after, by her own ſpecial deed, 
ſhe paſſed the whole Warwick eſtate, amounting to no leſs 
than one hundred and fourteen lordſhips (of which the firſt 
mentioned in the record is the manor of Warwick) together 
with the iſles of Jerſey, Guernſey, Sarke, and Alderney, to 
Henry VII. and his Hike male' of his body, remainder to 
herſelf, the ſaid Counteſs, and her heirs for ever. | 
After the death of the Counteſs and her two daughters, 

Edward, and his ſiſter Margaret, the only iſſue of George Duke 
of Clarence, by Iſabel above-mentioned, were the laſt of the

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fortunate than the reft of their family of late had been. Ed- 
ward indeed ſucceeded to the title of Earl of Warwick, but he 


wore it ſtripped of the large inheritance with which it had been 


accompanied; and while he lived, in an abject ſtate of depen-

was ſhort; för at the age of twenty five, he was arraigned on

| ſentence, and more effectually to bar the claim of any who 


might pretend to be his heirs, an attainder was four years after 
paſſed againſt him in parliament. 5 Nevertheleſs, Margaret 
his ſiſter, who was married to Sir Richard de la Pole, peti- 
tioned the King in 1514, that ſhe might be allowed to inherit 
the ſtate and dignity of her brother the late Earl of Warwick, 
and be ſtiled Counteſs of Saliſbury. Her petition was granted 
and the ſame year ſhe obtained letters- patent for all the caſtles, 
manors and lands of Richard, late Earl of Sa'iſhury, her 


grandfather, which by the attainder of the ſaid Edward, Earl 


of Warwick, came to the crown, But the fate that followed 
the Plantagenets, at laſt over'ook her. She was attainted of 
high-treaſon and two years after, on May 27, 1541, being 


then above ſeventy, was beheaded in the Tower. By Sir 


Richard, her huſband, ſhe left four ſons and a daughter. 
Henry the eldeſt, had ſummons to parliament: (21 Henry 
VIII.) by the title of Lord Montague, in reſpect of his de- 
ſcent from that noble family by his mother : But in 30 Henry

Thus this 
oh Dudley was heir to the family of Liſle, and in the ſame 
ine was deſcended from that of Warwick ; though not next 
in blood to this laſt family, as the immediate deſcendants of 
the Counteſs of Saliſbury were fill in being. He was one of 
thoſe court favourites a? Ks fortune ſeems to take a-pleaſure 
in exalting, in order to render their fall the greater, In the 
year after his father was/beheaded he was wind. in blood, 
and in 34 Henry VIII, was advanced to the title of Lord Viſ- 
count Lifle, and left by that King one of his ſixteen executors. 
On Feb. 16, 1546-7, he was raiſed to the title and dignity 
of Earl of Warwick, and thereupon had a grant of Warwick- 
Caſtle, Wedgenock-Park, the manor, and divers other great 
lordſhips and lands in that county, He was after created 
Duke of Northumberland, and married his ſon, Guilford 
Dudley, to Lady Jane Grey, niece to Henry VIII. but at- 
tempting to raiſe that lady to the throne, after the death of 
Edward VI. he, with all his ſons, were attainted in the firſt 
parliament of Queen Mary, and he was beheaded on Auguſt 
22 that year, His eldeſt furviving fon, Ambroſe, and Ro- 
bert, a younger ſon, were not long afterwards reſtored in 
blood. Thoſe two brothers became the greateſt minions of 
fortune in the ſucceeding reign, both of —— in high favour 
with Queen Elizabeth, eſpecially Robert, after Earl of Lei- 
ceſter, who Was the Queen's diflinguilhed favourite, How- 
ever, Ambroſe, the eldeſt, attained firſt to honours, He 
was on Chriſtmas. day, 1562, made Lord Viſcount Liſle, and 
two days after, advanced to the dignity of Eacl of Warwick; 
and thereupon obtained a grant of Warwick-Caſtle, Wedge- 
nock-Park, the manor of Warwick, with divers other lord- 
ſhips in that county, which came to the crown by the at- 
-tainder of his father. He died in 1589, leaving no children, 
whereby the title became again extinct ; and the lordſhips 
and lands he had obtained by grant, part of the great inheri- 
tance of the old Earls of Warwick, reverted to the crown. 
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Tue title was once again revived by James I. who on Au- K 
guſt 2, 1618, raiſed Robert Lord Rich to the dignity of Earl 1 
of Warwick, in whoſe poſterity it continued until the death of 1 
Edward Rich, Earl of Warwick and Holland, 1759, when his 1 
late Majeſty, on Novem. 27, that year, created Francis (Earl 1 
| Brooke) Earl of Warwick. As this Robert Lord Rich was 1

of the crown. Queen Elizabeth had, in 1601, granted the OY 
large and ancient park of Wedgenock to Sir Fulke Grevile, | 
afterwards Lord Brooke; and King James, in 1605, had 
granted to the ſame Sir Fulke the caſtle of Warwick, the 
5 ſeat of thoſe old Earls, with the gardens and other 
dependencies about it. The manor of Warwick, indeed, 
remained in the crown, till 14 Car. I. when it was granted to 
the Aldermen and Commons of London, to be held of the 
King, his heirs, and ſucceſſors, as of the manor of Eaſt Green- 
wich in Kent, paying to the crown a fee-farm rent of 
138 J. 19s. 9d. The ſaid Aldermen and Commons, in 16

ſhire : and continued in his family till 1742, when it was pur-

Of the ſeveral deſcendants ſprung from that of Warwick, all 
of which are either now extinct, or their eftates and honours 
transferred by. heireſſes into other families; few have been 
more conſiderable, and none came farther down in a deſcent of 
males, than that of Alceſter, and Powyke; from an heireſs of 
| which, Sir Fulke, Lord Brooke, was lineally deſcended, Wal-

eceded by his brother William. This William was like- 
wiſe a military man, and had attended Edward I. in ſeve- 
ral of his expeditions into Flanders and Scotland. In 10 Ed- 
Ward II. he had the Sheriffſhip. of Worceſterſhire granted 
to him, during the minority of the heir of his kindſman-Guy 
Earl of Warwick, In 14 Edward II. he was made Governor 
of St. Briavel's caſtle, in the county of Glouceſter, and of the 
foreſt of Dean ; and in the year following was conſtitued one 
of the King's Commiſſioners for the fafe cuſtody of the city of 
Worceſter. He died without iſſue, and to him ſucceeded his 
brother Giles. who, in the 14th of Edward III. obtained li- 
cence to fortify his manor-honſe at Alceſter, called Beau- 
_ chimp's-Courr, with a wall of ſtone and lime, and to embattle 
it; and in 16 Edward III. had the like licence to fortify his 
houſe at Freſh-water, in the Ifle of Wight. This Giles leſt 
Mue John, his ſon and heir, of whom there is little remark - 
able, only that in 3 Richard II. he was in the expedition 
then made into France, | 5 ; 
About this time ſprung from the family of Alceſter, the

Beaufort, Duke of Somerſet, Of this laſt marriage the only 


iſſue was Margareten, married to Edmund of Hadham, Earl

But to return to John de Beauchamp, of Alceſter, the ſon 
of Giles. He had two ſons, Sir William, who ſucceeded to 
him, and Sir Walter, by whom another noble family branched 
out from that of Alceſter , viz, the Beauchamps, Lords St.

to her, then a widow, confirming all the grants of fairs, 
markets, &c. made in the time of her anceſtors, in behalf of 
the manor of Alceſter. And as the ſole heir of her grandfa- 
ther, it appears, by an inquiſition taken after her death (dated 
6 Eliz. alſo in poſſefion of the Earl Brooke) that ſhe died 
ſeized in fee, not only of the manor of Alceſter, but of ſun- 
dry other manors and lands, in the counties of Warwick, 
Worceſter, Glouceſter, Leiceſter, Lincoln, Somerſet, and 
divers other counties; the whole amounting to fo great a va- 
lue, that ſhe might well have been eſteemed one of the richeſt 
heireſſes of her time, as well as one of the beſt deſcended. 
Having thus deduced in full the deſcent of this great Lady,

ForER Grevile, the eldeſt ſon, on the death of his mother, 
ſucceeded to this great inheritance; and was knighted in Eliz. 

He was (according to the cha- 
racter Camden * gives of him} © a perſon no leſs eſteemed for 
the ſweetneſs of his temper, than the dignity of his ſtation.? 
We have the following account of him in the manuſcript afore-

leaving by her Fulke, his ſon and heir; and one daughter, 
Margaret, married to Sir Richard Verney, of Compton- 
Mardok, in the county of Warwick, Knt. anceſtor to the 


preſent Lord Willoughby of Broke, | 


This Fulke, afterwards Sir Fulke, having been brought to 
court when very young, by his uncle, Robert Grevile, who 
was then a ſervant to Queen Elizabeth ; had ſoon the honour 
to be admitted into the ſervice of that Princeſs, in a ſtation 
ſuitable to his age and birth. So carly an introduction into 
one of the moſt polite and learned courts then in Europe, 
gave him an opportunity af improving his taſte and genius, 
which were naturally good; and of cultivating betimes, a 
friendſhip with thoſe, who either were, or who after became 
eminent in life: But of all the young men of quality, who 
then made a figure at court, his kinſman, the celebrated Sir 
Philip Sidney, was his darling. From his earlieſt youth he 
lived the companion and friend of that great man; and when 
he died wrote his life. 
Tue paſſion which chiefly prevailed among the youth of ſpi- 

rit, at that time, was to go to foreign courts in the train of 
ambaſladors ; to aſſiſt at ſieges or battles under the conduct of 
famous generals; or to ſail to the Eaſt or Weſt-Indies, in 
hopes of making diſcoveries of new countries, or conqueſts _ 
upon the Spaniards, On the other hand, Queen Elizabeth 
conſtartly diſcouraged thoſe irregular ſallies of ambition; as 
ſhe knew that if they were indulged beyond what the ſervice 
of the public required, the kingdom might thereby be de- 
prived of the braveſt ſubjects, and ſhe of her moſt valuable 
ſervanis. Sir Fulke, whoſe ambition to acquire honour or 
improvement in foreign countries, was equal to that of any of 
his age and rank, not being able to obtain leave from his 
royal miſtreſs to 50 abroad ſo often as he deſired, was bold 
enough to make ſeveral attempts to go without her leave. 
But on all thoſe occaſions, he was either recalled before he 
| 8 | got 
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got out of England, or on his return, was received in ſuch a 
manner as was moſt proper to mortify him; being ſometimes 


made to live in her court (as he himſelf ſays) a ſpectacle of diſ- 
favour, too long, as he conteived. I ſhall give an inſtance of 


one of thole expeditions, in his own words, taken from the

© Laſtly, the univerſal fame of a battle to be fought between

with the honour of her employment, rather than ſhe would,

We have ftill a ſtronger inſtance of the noble ambition, 
- which prevailed among the youth of thoſe days Mer ſeems 
ina remark-. 


to have ſucceeded to the ancient ardor of chivalry 
able paſſage (Chap. 7.) of Sir Philip Sidney's life by Sir 
Fulke, Sir Philip, in the midſt of a court, that eſteemed, 


loved, and almoſt adored him; and where he was honoured. 


with the favour and confidence of his royal miſtreſs, lan- 
guiſhed after the glory of a mighty foreign expedition, He 
framed with himſelf a ſcheme of attacking the Spaniards in 
America; of ſubverting their government there; and of lay- 
ing the foundation of an Engliſh ſettlement in its place, upon 
ſuch a plan, as it might become a durable eftbliſhment, and 
by degrees increaſe, till it extended its power from ocean to 


ocean, But knowing the Queen and her Council would 


never conſent, that he ſnould go upon any employment of ſa 
hazardous-a nature, and fo far from England, he ſecretly 
concerted the execution of his ſcheme with Sir Francis 


Drake. It was agreed between them that Sir Francis ſhould 


have the name and reputation of the project while in Eng- 
land; but when they ſet ſail, the command ſhould be divided 
betwixt them; and in the mean while, Sir Philip was to 
_ ſupport and quicken the expedition with all his credit at court. 
In conſequence of this, Sir Francis ſoon had a ſquadron aſ- 

ſigned him: All diſpatch was uſed, and no public expence 
ſ, ared inthe equipment, Sir Philip embarked a great part of 
his own fortune in the adventure; but carefully kept Eis de- 
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124 CGrevile, Earl Brooke, and 
Gen of going himſelf on board, a ſecret from all his relations 
and friends, excepting Sir Fulke, whom (to uſe Sir Fulke's 
own words) having heen bred up with him 2 * his youth, he 
choſe to be his loving and beloved Achates in this voyage. When 
the fleet was ready, the two adventurers made uſe of ſome 
ſpecious pretence to leave the court, and go to Plymouth, 
where the fleet then was; and where they were to wait for a 
favourable wind, In the mean while Sir Francis Drake's re. 
ſolution failed; he durſt not riſk the Queen's diſpleaſure ; 
but delayed his departure from time to time on various pre- 
tences, till at lait the deſign of Sir Philip, and Sir Fulke, 
was known at court. The Queen immediately diſpatched 
meſſengers to Plymouth to ſtop them; or, if they refuſed to 
obey, to ſtop the fleet. Sir Philip had the courage to with- 
ſtand this firſt meſſage (the letters having been intercepted 
and conveyed ſecretly into his own hands :) but a ſecond 
came by a Peer of the realm, with an offer to Sir Philip, on 
the one hand, of an employment under his uncle the Earl of 
Leiceſter, then going General into the Low-Countries ; and, 
on the other hand, denouncing the ſevereſt diſpleaſute in caſe 
of diſobedience, Upon this, our diſappointed adventurers 
returned to court, and left Sir Francis to purſue his voyage, 
from which he returned rather with wealth than honour, 
After thoſe fruitleſs attempts to follow his own defires, the 
fire of youth beginning now to abate, Sir Fulke came to be 
ſenſible (as he ſays himſelf) that it was ſufficient for the plant to 
grow where the Sovereign's hand had planted it: He therefore 
contracted his thoughts; and bound his proſpect within the ſafe li- 
mits of duty, and in ſc home ſervices as were acceptable to his 
Savereign. f : 5 
From that time his genius led him, at his leiſure hours, to 
the amuſement of writing, particularly in the poetical way. 
In this he followed the example of his friend Sir Philip Sidney; 
and though it muſt be owned the language in that reign was 
neither pure enough, nor ſuthciently poliſhed, to admit of the 
. Eaſe and elegance of the beſt poetry; yet the writings of both 
thoſe authors abound with noble ſentiments, and diſcover at 
once genius and good ſenſe, They were not ſatisfied with the 
bare amuſement of writing; they were both of them great 
atrons of learning and arts. Sir Fulke * never ceaſed ſol-

He continued in the ſervice of Queen Elizabeth, in ſome 
honourable ſtation or other, during the life of that Princeſs : 


Among other employments, * he had the office of the Signet at 
the Council in the Marches of Wales, which brought him 


in yearly above two thouſand pounds; and at the Queen's 


death, he was Treaſurer of the Navy, having held that place 
for ſome years. ' Nor were his ſervices unattended with the 


favour and liberality of his Sovereign ; for befides what he was 
able to do for his friends (of whom he was never unmindful} 
having bought up from private hands, ſome ſmall claims upon 
Wedgenock, he obtained from the Queen (44 Eliz.) a grant 


of that ancient and ſpacious park, for himfelf, his heirs and 
aſſigns, in as large and 3 manner, as John Duke of Nor- 


thumberland, or Ambroſe Earl of Warwick had held it. Ar 
the coronation of James I. July 15, 1603, be was made 
Knight of the Bath; and ſoon after was called from being 


Treaſurer of the Navy, to be Chancellor of the Exchequer; 


and was admitted into his Majeſty's Privy-Council. In the 
ſecond of that King's reign, he obtained à grant of Warwick 


Caſtle, with the gardens and other dependencies, about it. 
He then found it in a ruinous condition; the towers and 
other ſtrong places of it being uſed for the common gaol of 


the county. But at an expence of about twenty thouſand 


Pounds, he repaired and adorned it for the ſeat of his family. 


Moreover, he made a purchaſe of the Temple grounds adjoin- 


ing, and beautified them with large and ftately plantations z 


y _Speed's Theats of Great Prit, p. 53.

not only a place of great ſtrength, but extraordinary delight; with. 


moſt pleaſant gardens, walks, and thickets: ſuch as this part of 
England can hardly. parallel; 5 that notu it is the moſt princely 
feat that is within the midland parts of this realm. Beſides the

honour of this grant, he had the benefit of ſeveral others from 


the crown, in the ſaid reign; one of which was a free 


grant of the manor and lands of Knowle, in the county of 


Warwick, . 


It appears from what has been ſaid above, that he had in his 
own perſon, the hereditary right of a Peerage; being, by his 
grandmother, heir at law to Robert Willoughby Lord Brooke, 
who had been called up by writ of ſummons to the houſe of 


Lords. But it was probably not then a point clear in law, 
that after an honour had been for ſome time in abeyance in the 


female line, it could afterwards be claimed by the heir at laws; 


as indeed the queſtion was, but for the firſt time, and in this 


very caſe, decided in the houſe of Lords (8 William III) on 


the petition of Richard Verney, of Compton Mardok, Eſq; 


 whoſeclaim to the Peerage of Willoughby of Broke was then 
admitted; he being grandſon and heir to Margaret above- 
mentioned, who was only ſiſter and heir at law to this Sir 
 Fulke Grevile, But, however that point of law might then 

have been thought of, Sir Fulke accepted of letters patent, 
bearing date Jan 19, 1620-1 by which he was advanced to the 
dignity of a Baron of this realm, by the title of Lord Brooke, 
Baron Brooke of Beauchamp's-Court in the county of War- 
wick; with limitations of that honour, in 3 of heirs. 


male of his own body, to his Kinſman Robert Grevile, ſon to

Eſq; The reaſons affigned in the patent for his creation, 
were his faithful ſervices to Queen Elizabeth and the then 


preſent King; and that he was of noble extraction; being 


_ deſcended of the blood of the Nevils, the Willoughbys, and 
the Beauchamps, On his being created a Peer, he reſigned 
his employment of Chancellor of the Exchequer, and was 
made one of the Gentlemen of his Majeſty's Bedchamber. 
He never married; but being deſirous to maintain his family 
in the rank to which he had greatly contributed to raiſe it, he

This will was executed on F ebruary 18, 1627-8, and was. 


then witneſſed by ſeveral gentlemen, at that time in his ſer- 


vice; among whom was one Haywood, who had been long 
his ſervant. Some months afterwards, a codicil was added, 


granting annuities to thofe gentlemen by name; omitting how- 


ever, this Haywood, whom he probably did not think intitled 
to his liberality. Haywood reſented this neglect to ſuch a de- 


gree, that a few days afterwards, being alone with his Lord 
in his bed-chamber, in Brooke-houſe in Holborn, he entered 


into a warm and inſolent expoſtulation with him: and in his 


fury ſtabbed him in the back. The villain made his eſcape 


into another room, which he locked, and before it could be 

broke open for him to be ſeized, he murdered himſelf. Lord 
Brooke languiſhed a few days with his wound; but before he 
died, he ordered another ſhort codicil to be added to his will, 


in which he left handſome legacies to the ſurgeons, and 
others who attended him on this occaſion. He died on Sept. 


30, 1628, in the 75th year of his age, and was buried with

The principles of government he had imbibed-in his educa- 
tion, which were probably confirmed from his intimate con- 
nection with the Bedford family, made him diſapprove of the 
meaſures which were carried on by the court, in the begin- 
ning of the reign of Charles I. So deeply was he affected 
with the grievances complained of at that time, and fo diſ- 
couraged at the gloomy proſpect that overſpread the nation, 
that he entered into a deſign with the Lord Viſcount Say and 
Bele, to leave England, and ſettle in a corner of the world, 
remote from the oppreſſion of a court, © Thoſe two noble- 
men procured from Robert Rich, Ear! of Warwick, an aſ- 
fignment of part of a large tract of land in North-America 
{now part of New England) which he had obtained a grant 
of from the crown; and in 1635, fent over George Fenwick, 
Eſq; to begin a ſettlement in that country, and prepare a 
place of retreat for them and their friends; in conſequence of 
which a town was there built, which thence bears the name 


of Saybrook. But when afterwards a ſpirit roſe in England, 


in oppoſition to the arbitrary meaſures of bad adminiſtration, 
and chat there were hopes of reforming the abuſes of govern- 
ment, he laid afide the thoughts of retiring from his own 
country, and was one of the firſt who aſſumed the boldneſs of 
afferting the cauſe of liberty, even in the face of the court, 
4 When the King in his expegition againſt the Scots, A. D. 
1639, had ſummoned the nobility to meet him at York; and 
it was thought fit, by the whole body of the council, that a 
Yhort proteſtation ſhould. be drawn, in which all men ſhould 
Profeſs their loyalty and obedience to his Majeſty, and diſ-

© any correſpondence, with the rebels; of the Engliſh no- 
© bility, the Lord Say, and the Lord Brooke, poſitively re- 
fuſed, in the King's own preſence, to make any ſuch proteſ- 
tation. They ſaid, If the King ſuſpeRed their loyalty, he 
might proceed againſt them as he thought fit; but that it was 
© againſt the law to impoſe any oaths or proteſtations upon, 
them, which were not enjoined by law; and, in that reſ- 
pect, that they might not betray the common liberty, they 
would not ſubmit to it. From that time Lord Brooke pro- 
ceeded in the meaſures of his party with ſteadineſs and reſolu- 
tion; and when the war broke out betwixt the King and the 
Parliament, and all the great men in England ranged them- 
ſelves on one ſide or the other, he adhered to that of the par- 
liament; and was in ſuch eſteem with thoſe of their party, 
that (as Lord Clarendon e ſays) They had ſcarce a more 
abſolute confidence in any man than in him. And yet, from 
the univeſal character he had of good nature, juſtice, and 
love of his country, there is reaſon to believe, that had he 
lived to ſee to what a height the Parliament afterwards car- 
ried matters, he would have diſapproved of their conduct; 
and might have been inſtrumental in moderating the violence 
of that party, and in eſtabliſhing a peace, founded upon the 
ſecurity of the conſtitution and rights of the crown. Lord 
Clarendon f ſeems indeed to have been of another opinion. 
But it is certain the earl of Bedford, with whom he lived in 
the ſtrongeſt connections, not long after, openly diſapproved 
of the violence of the Parliament party, and came over from 
them tes the King 8 5 1 
To leave conjectures about what might have been, and re- 
turn ta what really did happen; he engaged in the civil war 
on the fide of the Parliament; and ſuch was his influence in 
Warwickſhire, that he carried with him almoſt the whole 
county. He was of ſo much the more conſequence to his 
party, that by him they had the caſtle of Warwick, which by 
being ſituated in the heart of England, and fortified by na- 
ture, proved a moſt convenient place of arms, and one of the 
ſtrongeſt of their garriſonsssêæß. e 
Lord Brooke having, in conſequence of a commiſſion from 
the Parliament, in the months of June and July 1642, ar- 
rayed the militia of the counties of Warwick and Stafford, 
repaired to London, to procure artillery and military ſtores 
for his caſtle; but before he went, he conſtituted Sir Edward 
Peito, of Cheſterton, Governor, and left with him one or two 
pieces of ſmall cannon, and what muſkets and ammunition

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he could ſpare. On his return with a ſuitable traim of artil= 
© Jery, he was met by the Earl of Northampton, at Edge- Hill, 
with a conſiderable body of troops. The two Lords at firſt 
prepared for action; but (ſays the author of the manuſcript. - 
above mentioned, ) to prevent the effuſion. of blood, it was at 
laſt agreed between them, that Lord Brooke ſhould return 
back to Banbury with his ordinance, and that neither of them 
ſhould fetch it from thence, without giving the other, three 
days notice. However that may be, Lord Northampton, on 
Lord Brooke's return to London, came up to Banbury with 
a powerful body of horſe and foot, ſurpriſed the caſtle, and 
carried off the cannon. He was no ſooner maſter of this ar- 
tillery, than he marched to Warwick; and having ſummoned 
Sir Edward Peito to ſurrender the caſtle, he, upon his refuſal, 
proceeded to beſiege it. The ſiege begun Auguſt 7, and con- 
- tinued till the 23d of that month; when the Lord Brooke, 
coming from London with a body of horſe and foot, Was 
met by part of the Earl of Northampton's troops within fiye 
miles of Warwick, between Southam and Itchington, where 
a ſkirmiſn enſued, in which Lord Brooke had the advantage; 
and upon this the ſiege was raiſed: Lord Northampton re- 
treated towards the north, and Lord Brooke entered the caſtle, 
to the gieat joy of Sir Edward Peito, and his ſmall garriſon, 
who, though poorly provided with ordnance and. military | 
{tores, had defended the place a whole fortnight, | 

The Lord Brooke remained at Warwick, or in the neigh- 
bourhood, till near the end of September, when-the. Earl of: 
Eſſex, with the Parhament army, arrived at that town, Hav- 
ing intelligence that the King's army were then at Wor- 
ceſter, the Earl, with Eord Brooke, and the whole army, ad- 
vanced towards that place: but not to be impeded” in his 
march, he left the moſt of his heavy ordnance, and what 
ammunition he had not immediate occaſion for, at Warwick- 


Caſtle. The Earl of Eflex, on his approach to Worceſter, 


finding the King's army filed off towards Shrewſbury, and 
thence to the borders of Oxford and Warwickſhire, prepared 
to follow them. But as his heavy carriages, from the badneſs 
of the roads, and backwardneſs of the people in that country. 
to furniſh horſes, could not. be made to keep up with the 
army, it was thought proper the Lord Brooke ſhould go on 
to Warwick, and from thence ſend ſupplies of ammunition 
to meet the army on their march. He arrived at that place

His own regiment had marched with the General, 
and was one of thoſe who fought in the right wing, which 
entirely broke the left of the King's army: The next day, 
in the evening, the Earl of Eſſex, the reſt of the nobility, and 
ſome others of diſtinction in the Parliament army, came to 
Warwick; the whole army followed them the day after, and 
went into quarters of refreſhment there, and in the neigh- 
| bourhood. The priſoners of note were conducted to the caſtle; 
the chief of whom (ſays the author of the manuſcript before- 
mentioned, p. 48.) was the Earl of Lindſey, who being ſhot 
near the knee, died of his wound as he entered the caſtle, be-

Not long after the battle, viz. January 7, 1642-3, the 
Lord Brooke was appointed General, and .

T HE antiquity of the noble family of Herbert is ſet forth 


5 in the pedigree of the Earl of Pembroke, where, it is 
ſhewn, that William ap Thomas, of Ragland caſtle, in the 
county of Monmouth, had three ſons, whereof William 
Herbert, the eldeſt (whoſe legitimate male iſſue is extinct) 
was created Earl of Pembroke, and Sir Richard Herbert, of - 
Colbrook, Knt. the ſecond ſon, was anceſtor to the Lords 
Herbert of Chirbury, and to the preſent Earl of Powis, The 
{aid Sir RichHARD Herbert of Colbrook was a perſon of more 
than common ftature, as Fuller relates in his Worthies of 
England: and in the conteſts between the houſes of York and 
| Lancaſter, taking part with the former, he was renowned for 
his valour im ſevetal adventures, but more particularly in the 
batile of Danes- More, near Edgecote, in Northamptonſhire, 
2 0n July 26, 1469. In that engagement (as Hall and Holl- 
 Inſhed Þ relate) Sir Richard Herbert, with his pole-axe in his 
hand, paſſed and returned twice through the enemies army, 
killing with his own hand (as it is ſaid) 140 men, without 
any mortal wound received: but as they were upon the point 
of obtaining the victory, John Clapham, Eſq; with 500 men 
be had got together, beafing before them the ſtandard of his 
maſter, Richard Nevil, Earl of Warwick, ſtiled the King- 
maker, and crying a Warwick, a Warwick, the Welſhmen, 
thinking that Earl was advancing. with his army, fled ſud- 
denly, as men amazed; and the northern forces, purſuing, 
flew above 5000, beſides making many priſoners. The Earl 
of Pembroke, with Sir Richard Herbert, his brother, endea- 
vouring to rally their men, were taken, and being brought to 
Banbury, were beheaded: the next day after the battle. Hall 
in his Chronicle gives an account, That much lamentation, and 
no leſs intreaty, was made to fave the life of Sir Richard Herbert, 
both for. his goodly perſonage, which excelled all men there, and 
alſo for the noble chivalry he had ſhewed in the field the day of the 
battle; inſomuch that his brother, the Earl, when be laid down 
his head on the block to ſuffer, ſaid to Sir John Conyers, Let me die, 
for I am old, but ſave my brother, who is young, luſiy, and hardy, 
' mete and apt to ſerve the greateſt Prince of Chriſtendom. But Sir 
John would not hearken to any intreaties, and the Earl with 
his brother, and ten others, loſt their heads.

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an ſoon as Conveniences offer. Prevent them in ſo good an action, 
whil/t it is in your power ; and may it appear, That as the King=- 
dum has always depended on the Navy far its defence; ſo you will 
yet go farther by making it, as much as in you lies, the Protection 
of her Religion and Liberties ; and then you may aſſure yourſelves of 
all marks of favour and honour, ſuitable to the merits of fo great and 
glorious an action. This, as my author * obſeryes, had an 
influence on the ſeamen; and he was in ſuch eſteem with the 
Prince, that on the ſailing of the fleet, he had the * command 
of the Van, and the Prince himſelf was in the Center, carry- 
ing a flag with Engliſh colours. He had alſo the honour of 
convoying the Princeſs of Orange to England d, who em- 
| barked at the Brill on February 10, 1688-9, and arrived in 
London two days after. 535 . 

King William and Queen Mary having been proclaimed 
on February 13, 1688-9, Admiral Herbert was, on the 8th 
of next month, conſtituted firſt commiſſioner of the admiralty. 
He had alſo the chief command of the fleet, in the Channel, 
to ſecure us from any attempts of the French. On May 1, 
1689, he engaged the French fleet in Bantry-Bay in Ireland, 

but neither ſide could claim any great advantage. 

A fortnight after, King William went to Portfmouth, both 
to haſten the reticting of the fleet, and to diſtribute rewards to 
thoſe who had, diftinguiſhed themſelves in the engagement. 
On Admiral Herbert he conferred the honour of Peerage, and 
knighted Captain John Aſhby of the Defiance, and Captain 


Cloudefly Shovel of the Edgar, and gave each ſeaman a gra- 


tuity of ten ſhillings. Admiral Herbert's patent, creating him 
Baron of Torbay, and Earl of Torrington, bore date May 29, 
1689, 1 William and Mary©; and in default of heirs — 
of himſelf, entailed the honours on Charles Herbert his 
younger brother, and his heirs male: but the ſaid Charles 
was ſlain in Ireland, as beforementioned, unmarried, 
Ihe next year che French fleet was more formidable than 
was expected, and ours much inferior to it; and tbere was a 
ſuſpicion that ſome of the officers and ſeamen were diſaffected. 
The Earl of Forrington had the chief command, with five 
Admirals under him; and a conſpiracy was diſcovered againſt 
King William, which was to have broke out on July 18. He 
had therefore orders to fight the French fleet, wherever he met 
them, notwithſtanding their ſuperiority. They had entered 
the Channel, expecting the effect of the conſpiracy, ſo that on 
June 30 (the day before the battle of the Boyne) the two 
fleets drew up in lines of battle off Beachy ; and about nine

vity, and her obliging behaviour, which gained her an acquaintance, 
and friendſhip, with moſt of =- eminent worth or learning in the 
_ Univerſity of Oxford, where ſhe lived four years, to take care 
of the education of her eldeſt fon, her children being all young 


at the death of their father. When ſhe had provided for them, 


| ſhe took, to her ſecond huſband, Sir John Danvers, brother 
and heir to Henry, Earl of Danby, who highly valued both her 
perſon, and moſt excellent endowments of her mind, She died on 
July 11, 1627, and was buried in the pariſh church of Chelſea, 
near London, The celebrated Dr. Donne, Dean of St. Paul's, 
whilſt he was preaching her funeral ſermon, could not refrain 
from tears, as Mr, Walton aſſerts, who wis preſent.

George, the 5th ſon, born at Montgomery-caſtle, on April 
3,1593, was remarkably eminent for his great learning, whoſe 
life is wrote by Mr. Iſaac Walton, who thus concludes, H- 
died like a ſaint, unſpotted of the world, full of aims deeds, full of 
' humility, and all the examples of virtuous life. In 1619, he was 
choſen Orator for the Univerſity of Cambridge, ſucceeding Sir 
Francis Netherſol, who was made Secretary to the Queen of 
Bohemia, He continued otator eight years, and managed with 
as becoming and grave a gaiety, as any had ever before, or ſince 
his time. For he had acquired great learning, and was bleſt with 
à high fancy, a civil and ſbarp wit, and with a natural elegance, 
both in his behaviour,. his tongue, and his pen. Of all which there 
might be many particular evidences (faith Mr. Walton) but I will 
limit myſelf to the mention of three. . | 


The firſt was manifeſt in a letter to King James, who had 
fent the Univerſity his book, called Baſilicon Doron; and their 
Orator, Mr, Herbert, was to acknowledge this great honour, 
and return their gratitude, for ſuch a condeſcenfion. This 
letter was writ in ſuch excellent Latin, was ſo full of conceits, 
and all the expreflions ſo ſuited to the genius of the King, 
that he inquired the Orator's name, and then afked William 
Earl of Pembroke, if he knew him? whoſe anſwer was, That 
he knew him very well, and that he was his kinſman ; but he loved 
him more for his learning and virtue, than for that he was of his 
name and family. At which anſwer the King ſmiled, and aſked 
the Earl leave, That he might love him too; for be took him is be 
the Fewel of that Nee | | | 

he next was his diſpute with Mr. Andrew Melvin, Rector 
of St. Andrew's in Scotland, who was poſſeſſed with a hatred 
of Church Government by Biſhops, and writ many pieces 
againſt our Prayers, Publick Worſhip, &c. whereby Mr. 
Herbert was ſo concerned, that he wrote anſwers, with great 
ſharpneſs, upon him and them. : | 
As to the third obſervation of his great abilities, it will be 
needful to declare, that King James coming very often to hunt 
at Newmarket and Royſton, he was almoſt as often invited to 
Cambridge, where Mr. Herbert was to welcome him with gra- 
tulations, and the applauſes of an Orator; which he performed 
with ſuch eloquence, that he grew more and more into the 
King's favour, who appointed him a partzceular time to attend 
him at Royſton, his Majeſty was ſo taken with his diſcourſe, as 
to declare to the Earl of Pembroke (who was his Lord Cham-

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berlain) That he found the Orators's learning, and wiſdom, much 
above his age, The year following, the King appointing to 
ſtay at Cambridge ſome days, and being attended by the great 
ſecretary of nature and all learning, Sir Francis Bacon (Lord 
Verulam) and the ever memorable Dr. Lancelot Andrews, 
Biſhop of Wincheſter, they both deſired a friendſhip with our 
Orator. And the firſt put ſuch a value on his judgment, that 
he uſually deſired his approbation, before he would expoſe any 
of his books to be printed ; and thought him ſo worthy of his 
friendſhip, that having tranſlated _ of the Prophet David's | 
Pſalms into Engliſh verſe, he made Mr. Herbert his patron of 
them, by a public dedication to him, as the beſt judge of Divine 
Poetry. And fer the learned Biſhop, it is obſervable, that 
there being a debate, about that time, of Prediſtination and 
- Sanctity ol Life, the Orator ſent the Biſhop ſome uſeful apho- 
riſms, in a long Greek letter, which was ſo remarkable for the 
language and matter, that, after the Biſhop read it, he pur it 
into his boſom, and often ſhewed it to ſuch who were eminent 
for their learning; but always returned it back to the place 
where he firſt lodged it, to the laſt day of his life. | 
During. the time of his being Orator, he learned the Italian, 
Spaniſh, and French tongues very perfectly; hoping, that as 


his predeceſſor, ſo he might, in time, attain to the place of Se- 


cretrary of State, being then high in the King's favour, and 
_ valued, and loved by the moſt eminent and moſt powerful of 
the Court Nobility. - This laudable ambition drew him often 
from Cambridge to attend the King, who then. gave him a 
ſinecure, vacant by the death of the Biſhop of St. Aſaph ; the 
ſame that Queen Elizabeth bag given to her favourite, the ce- 
lebrated Sir Philip Sidney, valued at 120 pounds per annum. 
With this, and his annuity, and the advantage of the fellow- 
ſhip of his College, and of his oratorſhip, he enjoyed his gen- 
teel humour for cloaths, and court- like company, and ſeldom 


looked towards Cambridge, unleſs the King was there; and, 


had often deſigned to leave the Univerſity, as he had a body

He ſet no limits to his charity, or ever turned his face from 


any he ſaw in want, without affording them relief. When he 


was adviſed by a friend to be more frugal, becauſe he might 
have children, his anſwer was, He would nat ſee the danger of 


want, ſo far off; and Sir (ſaid he to his friend) my wife bath a 


impotent maintenance ſecured her after my death. | 

He lived not quite nine years, after his entering into holy 
orders, a conſumption having ſo weakened him, as to confine 
him to his houſe for about a month before he died, where he 


continued in meditation and prayer till his deceaſe. His poems 


were publiſhed by Nicholas Farrar, of Little Gedding near Hun- 
tingdon, Eſq; (to whom he ſent them) and bear the name of, 
The TEMPLE: or, Sacred Poems, and Private Ejaculations. 

He died in 1635, without iſſue; and his wife continued a 


diſconſolate widow five years, ill time and converſation had ſo 

moderated her forrows, that ſhe became the wife of Sir Robert 
Cook, of Higham in the county of Glouceſter, Knt. by whom 
ſhe had one daughter, Jane (married to Sir Dawes Wymond- 
fold, of Putney, Knt.) and ſurvived Sir Robert eight years, 


having lived his wife nine: and dying in 1663, was buried at 
Higham. Mr. Herbert lies in his own church, under the 


altar, and covered with a grave- ſtone without any inſcription!, 


This Lady Cob had preſerved many of Mr, Herbert's private writ- 


ings, which ſhe intended to make public, but they and Higham

He, with his Lady, lies buried in St. Decuman's church, 
under a tomb, built of freeſtone, 4 feet high, 3 broad, and 
7 in length, on the top whereof are their effigies, engraved at 
full length, on 2 plates of braſs, and inlaid, over their re- 
ſpective epitaphs, Which tomb ſtands under a triumphal

That, not long before his death, in the year 1636, he

© of the loving peace and proſperity this kingdom had en- 


« joyed, under its three laſt glorious Monarchs; of the many | 


* miſeries and calamities which lay fore upon our anceſtors,

* the prevalence of a puritannical faction, which (if not pre- 
* vented) would undermine the very pillars of government.

The family of TEMPLE is, according to divers genealo- 
giſts, Jefcon del from a younger ſon of Leofrick, Earl of 
Mercia, who, as his earldom contained the counties of Cheſ- 
ter, Leiceſter, &c. was ſometimes {tiled Earl of Cheſter, and 
alſo of Leiceſter; and, according to Sir William Dugdale*®, 
was a deſcendant. from Leofrick,.

A. D. 716. The firſt mentioned Leofrick died on Auguſt 31, 
1057 (16 Edw, Conſeſſor) and was buried at Coventry, in 
2 convent, ' which he built about the beginning of the reign 
of the ſaid Edward the Confeffor, and endowed with no leſs 
than twenty-four lordſhips, and which probably gave name to 
that city. He married the famous Godiva *, who is reported 
to have rote naked through Coventry, to obtain, from her 
huſband, ſome immunities to the inhabitants. However that 
may be, the pictures of this Earl and Counteſs were ſet up 
in the ſouth window of Trinity church ® in that city (about 
the reign of King Richard II. upwards of 300 years after the

liam, by Eſſex's fall, was not only diſappointed of his for- 
mer proſpects, but alſo received many ill offices from Cecil. 
At laſt, in 1609, upon the importunate ſolicitations of Dr. 
James Uſher (afterwards Archbiſhop of Armagh) he ac- 
cepted of the provoſtſhip of Trinity College in Dublin; after 


which being knighted, and made one of the Maſters of the 


Chancery, he died there, A. D. 1626, aged 73 years. By 
his wife, Martha, daughter of ——— Harrington, he had 
ſeveral children, of whom SIR Jonn, his eldeſt ſon, born 


in 1600, was ſent young abroad, and afterwards bred in the 


court of King Charles I. who made him Maſter of the Rolls, 
and a Privy Counſellor in Ireland. This Sir John Temple 
was in particular friendſhip and confidence with Robert Sid- 
ney, Earl of Leiceſter, when he was declared Lord Lieute- 
nant of Ireland: and afterwards, on the changes in the 


King's councils and affairs, was impriſoned there with three 


more privy counſellors, for oppoſing the ceſſation which the 
Duke of Ormond was impowered to make with the Iriſh re- 
bels. However, in 1644, he was exchanged and ſent: for by 
the Engliſn Parliament, in which he fat till December 1648, 


when he was turned out with many other members, for 
voting his Majeſty's conceſſions ſufficient grounds for Yettling 
the peace of the nation. During the ſad ſcene that followed, 


he continued privately in London, till the happy reſtoration 


in 1660, when he returned to his office of Maſter of the 


Rolls in Ireland, where he lived in great plant and eſteem, 
and dying there in 1677, was buried near his father in Tri- 
nity-College. 'This Sir John Temple, who wrote the Hi 


tory of the Iriſb Rebellion, married Mary, daughter to Robert 
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Hammond of Chertſey, and ſiſter to the pious and loyal Henry 
Hammond, D. D. and by her had four ſons, and one daugh- 
ter, Martha, wedded to Sir Thomas Gifford, of Caſtle Jor- 
dan, Bart. who all, except one fon, ſurvived him.

Kent, to know the cauſe of his taking arms n, and was alſo 
ſent to the Princeſs Elizabeth at Aſhbridge, to acquaint her 
with the Queen's pleafure, that ſhe ſhould immediately re- 
pair to London; And when it was debated in council to ſend 
that Princeſs out of England, with deſign to exclude her from 
the ſucceſſion n, Sir Thomas Cornwallis,. by his arguments, 
diſſuaded the Queen from it, alledging, that the people of 
England would take it very ill, nay, would not at all endure, 


that the next heir to the crown ſhould be conveyed out of the 


land. On Queen Elizabeth's acceſſion to the crown, being 


not of her religion , he was left out of the Privy-council, 
and removed from his place of Comptroller of the houſhold, 


which induced him to retire into the country ?, where'he 
rebuilt his manſion-houſe of Brome-Hall; and deparing this 
life on December 24, 1604, in the eighty-ſixth year of his 
age, had ſepulture with, his anceſtors in the church at Brome.

ſenior, a Baron of the Kingdom, He lamented the unhappy 
Nate of the nation in thoſe times of confuſion, and was not in 
any commiſlion or employment under the Parliament. In 


July, 1645, his caſtle of Raby * was ſurprized by the King's 


forces raiſed by Sir George Vane his fon. Before the crue| 
murder of the King, he retired to his ſeat at Raby caſtle, 
"neither he nor his ſons being concerned therein, but oppoſed 


it all tbat lay in their power. The Earl of Clarendon is 


more ſeyere-in his character of Sir Henry Vane, than can 


evidently be made out, The actions that I have recited of 


him, by unqueſtionable authorities, ſhew, he was in commiſ- 
ſions with the greateſt men of the nation, and at the head of 
all affairs, a ſure ſign of his eminent abilities; and the Earl 
favs, in his judgment, He liled the government, both in church 
aud flate.. As to what his Lordſhip obſerves, of his growing 
at lafl into the hatred and contempt f thaſe who had made nisf! uſt 
'of him, and died in univerſal reproach; it may more juſtly be 
gepreſented, that he ſaw the vile uſe they made of their power, 


and, contemning them, - choſe retirement. He lived to the 


latter end of the year 1654, when he departed this life, at 
his feat at Raby-Caſtle, in the ſixty-ninth year of his age,

Biſhop Burnet, in his hiſtory of his own times, gives an

him thither ? Having made an ample and fatisfaCtory relation, 


the old man told him, he likewiſe had been drove thither on 


account of his religion ; that he obſerved, by the whiteneſs of 
his hands, he had not been uſed to hardſhips : therefore, if 
he would live with him, he ſhould only keep his accounts, 
and ſuperviſe his workmen, In that ſtation he behaved fo 
diſcreetly, and agreeably to his patron, -that he married him 


to his niece, and at his deceaſe bequeathed unto him his whole 


fortune. Soon after which, having.no hopes of returring to 
his native place, on account of the perſecutions which ſtill 
raged againſt the proteſtants, he, and his wife Barbara, took 
advantage of that offer which the generous and benevolent 


policy of Queen Elizabeth held out, of a ſafe aſylum in this 


kingdom; and coming over to England ſettled at Canterbury, 
where we find him charged, in 1568, to the poors-rate of the 
Walloon church. Others of his family either attended him 

to England, or followed him thither : for we find Suſan, the 
only child of his brother John, married Simon Oudart, of 


Sandwich, in Kent; and James, the ſon of another brother,

Having made this remark, he aſked, where 
was the antient ſpirit of the nation, that a foreign power was

In anſwer to what the noble Earl who ſpoke laft Rad faid 
his Grace declared if that Earl was called upon to conduct 2 
war, he certainly would ſupport his meaſures as far 4s he was 


able; but he begged the noble Earl to remember, that thoug 
' Fpirit could do Nat deal, it could do little alone. He di 
not doubt but the name of the Earl of Chatham (he begge 
his Lordſhip's pardon for mentioning it befcre him) woul 
rouſe the ſpirit of the nation; yet that name, great an 
mighty as it deſervedly was, could not gain victory without 
an army, without a navy, and without money, If a Jarge 
fleet of French ſhips met a few of ours, did the noble Eaf 
think, that merely telling them the Earl of Chatham had the 
conduct of affairs, would prevent our being beat. If the 
fleet paſſed our ſhips, and the men on board the fleet effected 
an invaſion, did the noble Earl imagine that merely telling 
thoſe who landed that Lord Chatham was the miniſter, an 
that he had rouſed the ſpirit of the nation, would induce them 
to reimbark, and quit the purſuit of their purpoſe ? He deſired 
the noble Earl to recollect, that when he was formerly called 
to the head of adminiſtration, the finances of the kingdom 
were in excellent order, having been put into the beſt. ſlate 
that was poſſible by that able financier Mr, Pelham, We had 
a fine army, a fine navy, When the noble Earl was laſt the 
director of the military operations of this country; we fought 
France for ſome years, and Spain did not join in the war till 
France was debilitated, and rendered almolt incapable of pur- 
ſuing it any longer. It was true, the noble Earl had. carried 
the glory of the nation to a higher pitch thad haf ever been 
known; but if he came in now, he came in under different 
circumſtances, If the noble Earl had told him whg were to 
ſupport his meaſures, how the war was to he catrigc "ON, and 
whence the ſupplies were to be obtained, he 05660 have 
readily given up his own opinion, and adopted that of his 
Lordſhip; but till thoſe eſſential points were eſtabliſhed, he 
muſt beg leave to retain his own ſentiments . _ 
With regard to the American independency, if the. Ameri- 
cans could be perſuaded to give up the idea, he would be one 
of the firſt to vote for retaining them dependent on the ſove- 
reignty of Great-Britain ; but as he was convinced they 
would not, he was anxious to keep them as allies, and he 
was the more anxious, becauſe he ſaw that if they were not

e deſpetate, a fooliſh undertaking,” becauſe we wanted men 


and money. But how did it appear that we laboured under 
either of theſe deficiences ? Our difficulties were indeed great 


enough for the baſis of flowery declamation, and pathetic de- 


ſcription ; but the actual feeling of theſe terrible misfortunes 
had not yet touched us. We wanted men; he was talking 
to men, at leaſt he would think them ſo, till they ſigned the 
grant of American independence. Wherever he went, he 


ſaw men in abundance ; no violent effort had been made, and 


yet we gave ourſelves up to a premature deſpondency; which 
was, as Lord Chatham expreſſed it, the worſt of all. But mo- 
ney was alſo wanting : what argument had appeared in de- 
fence of this notion? The ſtocks were low, that might be 
the caſe, and yet it was not at all a legitimate inference, that 
money was ſcarce, The ſituation of the ſtocks was a com- 
plex conſideration, including in it, not only the poſſeſſion of 


money, but a confidence in miniſters. Perſons therefore, who 


had it, wanting that reliance, would keep it from the funds, 
and r e render the concluſion fallacious, that the 
quantity of the ſpecie was to be eſtimated from the ſtate of the 
ſtocks, It was his opinion, therefore, that neither of theſe 
circumſtances operated againſt the proſecution of the war, 
The ſecond argument that had been produced was, that it 
was impolitic, even if it was practicable, to ſubdue America, 


for that the friendſhip conſtituted on ſuch a foundation would 


be weak and temporary. He was of opinion that there would 
be no friendſhip built on any other baſis, but that of acknow- 


 ledged dependence. Their notions, their feelings, their pride 
would change with the exaltation of their fortune; being in- 
dependent they would ſhow themſelves ſo. They would be 


eager for the promotion of their national conſequence, and 
would' trade here or there, or wherever this darling object 
might be procured, We could therefore have no permanent 


hopes even from this indignity, and ſhould we ſubmit to po- 


fitive diſhonour, where there was only the chance of poſitive 
advantage ? This was a principle which no circumſtance 
would induce him to favour, It was moreover unjuſt to ac- 
quieſce in American independence, He knew from indiſput- 
able authority, that there were great numbers there, who 
were actuated with the warmeſt feelings of loyalty, and who 
wiſhed for no treaty with England, but on the foundation of 
dependence, The majority of the executive power — not 
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always imply a majority of the people, it did not in America; 


for he could affirm, of his own private information, that 
many remained unſhaken iti their attachment to this country. 


Would it be fair? would it be honourable? to d2ſert thoſe 


ſteady friends who had repoſed a degree of confidence in us, 


that endangered their lives and properties; would it be grate- 


ful to the deſcendants of the great Penn, who had contributed 
ſo much to the eſtabliſhing the glory and figure which Ame- 


rica now held, to leave them a neglected prey to the barbarity 


of tyrants, who from the novelty of their grandeur would be 
. cruel in exceſs? Would it be kind as countrymen, to reſign 
the great poſſeſſions of the Lords Weymouth and Baltimore to 
their hoſtile depredations, All theſe were ciicumſtances, that 
as being ſtrong and powerful incitements to war, ſhould be 
f | Jews or additions to the diſgrace of puſillanimous peace, His 
ordſhip illuſtrated theſe obſervations as he went on, with 
the apt introduction of hiſtorical facts; and was more than 
uſually ironical in his obſervations on the daſtard ſpirit we 
now ſeemed to poſſeſs, He made ſeveral digreſſions, and was 
prolix, though explicit, in the deſcription of his ſentiments, 
the material abſtract of which is here given. The Duke of 
Richmond replied, He ſaid his Lordſhip had affirmed there 
was no want of men. In ſtate calculations want or penty 
was always a comparative deduCtion.. If the numbers of your 
enemy were far greater than your own, you might be ſaid to 
want, though compared only with yourſelves at different 


periods, the number might be great. France poſſeſſed

# 22 conſtituted an amazing want. He ſaid, he wiſhed 


as much as any man for a connection with America on the 


moſt honourable terms, but then it was always imprudent not 


to adopt the beſt alternative ; and therefore, if we could not 
conquer, let us make the beſt friendſhip we could. 
Lotd Shelburne, in explanation, obſerved, that notwith-

event an account being brought to town by expreſs, Colonel 
Barre, the ſame night, moved (in the Houſe of Commons) 
an humble addreſs to his Majeſty, requeſting that the remains 
of the late Earl of Chatham might be buried at the public ex- 
pence.

which do honour to their patriotic ſentiments, to their feel- 
- ings as men, and to their gratitude as good ſubjects and citi- 
zens of the ftate, Mr. Rigby could not avoid declaring his 


conviction of the great abilities of Lord Chatham, and of the 
eminent ſervices he had performed for his country; but, with 
his uſual art, he made an attempt to get rid of the motion, by 


propoſing another for a monument, as the propereſt token of 
national reſpect for the deceaſed. Mr. Dunning, perceiving 


his defign, very judicioully obſerved, that the two motions 


were compatible with each other, and therefore he propoſed 
an amendment, by adding, after the words interred, „and a

The corpſe was placed on a bier at a ſufficient diſtance 
from the canopy for perſons to paſs round it. The outer 
coffin (not expoſed to view) was ſuperb, being covered with 
black velvet, and adorned with handles of tuttenag, (an Indian 
metal,) double gilt; and on the plates into which the handles 
were ſet, Earl's coronets engraved. The nails of the ſame 


metal were innumerable; and the inſcription plate, by which 
it appeared that the Earl was born November 15, 1708, and 


died on the 11th of May, 1778, was elegantly wrought in 
ſilver gilt. Over his coffin, as it lay in ſtate, was a velvet 
pall, adorned with eight eſcutcheons of the family arms; the 
Karl's coronet was placed on a black velvet cuſhion, ſome- 
times on the corpſe, at others on a ſtool at the head.

F OR the male anceſtry of this noble Lord, I muſt refer the 
reader to the account already given of his elder brother, 
the Duke of Montague. But as his Lordſhip inherits his

Wilfiam Duke of 
Normandy, that after his victory over Harold, King of Eng- 
Jand, he ſent him to ſubdue the Northern parts of this 
realm: which having ſucceſsfully performed, he was reward- 
ed b with no leſs than forty-three lordſhips in the Eaft and 
Weſt Ridings of Vorkſhire, and fifty - one in the North 
Riding of that county; where the manor and caſtle of Skelton 
Was the capital of his barony. He likewiſe obtained by con- 
queſt, and other ways, Hert and Hertneſs in the biſhopric

of Durham. This Robert left iſſue, 


Rog ER TH DE BRVISs, ſecond Lord of Skelton, a man of great 
Worth and honour, who contracted a great friendſhip with 
David I. King of Scotland, while that Monarch reſided in 
England, where he was ftiled Earl, and Prince of Cumber- 
land, during the reign of Alexander I. his brother and prede- 
ceſſor, and was alſo Earl of Northumberland, Huntingdon, 
and Northampton, in right of his conſort, Mathilda, or 
Maud, daughter of the renowned Earl Waltheof, This Ro- 
bert de Bruis accompanied King David into Scotland, and was 
accounted one of his nobles and ſubjects, as is evident from 
the regiſter of the biſhopric of Glaſgow. It is equally evi- 
dent, from ſundry documents, that the fame Robert poſſeſſed 
the lordſhip of Annandale, which contained all the lands, 
from the bounds of Dunegal and Strathnith, to the lands of 
Ranulph de Meſchines, then Earl of Cheſter, and Lord of

| Cumberland ; 
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Cumberland; and it is affirmed, by ſome hiſtorians, that, by 


the mediation of King David, he obtained them in marriage 
with Agnes Annand, heireſs of that vaſt eſtate, of which he 
got confirmation from that Monarch, and thereby had large 
poſſeſſions in both kingdoms. As he was a man of gteat 
parts, and equally qualified for the cabinet and the field, he 


was in high favour with Henry 1. King of England, as well 


as with the ſaid David, King of Scotland. Being at the 
court of England, A. D. 1137, King Stephen joined him in 
commiſſion with Bernard de Baliol, to endeavour to diſſuade 
or divert King David from his intended invaſion of England, 
and Robert uſed all his intereſt with the Scottiſh Monarch; 
but to no purpoſe, for that Prince, neglecting the advice, 
purſued his former reſolutions, and entered England with a 
conſiderable army. Whereupon, Robert withdrew his allegi- 
ance from David, and was on the Engliſh fide at the famous 


battle of the flandard, in 1138, which proved fatal to the Scots. 


In this action Robert de Brus took priſoner his own ſon Ro- 
bert, who had been left in Scotland, and was then about 14 
years of age. When the father preſented him to King Stephen, 
his Majeſty defired that he might be delivered to his nurſe to 
be taken care of. Peace being concluded next year between the 
two kingdoms, in conſequence. of which Northumberland 


was given to Henry, Prince of Scotland, Robert continued in 


favour and friendſhip with King David ever after. | 
This Robert was very eminent for his piety and devotion, 


having in 1129, (as appears by Sir William Dugdale's Mo- 


naſticon) founded a monaſtery for canons regular of St. Au- 


guſtine, at Gyſburn, or Giſburne (commonly called Giſbo- 


rough) in Cleveland, Agnes his wife, and Adam his fon and 


heir, joining with him therein, amply. endowing it with 
twenty carucates of land, each carucate then containing ſixty 


acres. This monaſtery. was the common burial place of the 
nobility and perſons of rank ia thoſe parts; and its church, 


by the ruins, ſeems; to have been equal to the beſt cathedrals 
in England, He alſo beſtowed upon the ſame monaſtery the 
patronages of all the churches within his Jordſhip of Annan- 
dale. He alſo gave the church of MiddJeſburgh with two 
carucates, and two bovates, of land in Nehuham, to the 
monks of Whitby in Yorkſhire, on condition that they ſhould 
Place certain of their convent there; with which they compli- 
ed, and made it a cell to their abbey. He likewiſe gave to 
the abbey of St. Mary's, at York, his lordſhips of Appilton, 
and Hornby, with all the lands lying betwixt the fame, and 
the great road leading from York to Durham, being part of 
his lordſhip of Middleton. He alſo gave them two carucates 
of land, and a mill in Sunderland-Wick, as alto the town 
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462 Bruce-Brudenel, Earl of Aplechurg. 
of Karkarevill, which by the monks of that houſe was aſſign- 
ed to their cell at Wederhal in Cumberland. According to 
Sir William Dugdale, he departed this life, 5 Id. Maii, 1141, 
and was buried in the ſaid abbey of Gifburne; but accordin 
to Sir James Dalrymple, in the year 1143.
